law of the ftate? If honour, fidelity, liberty, 
are but barren names, made to yield to the ca- 
prices of a local defpot ; if even the fundamen- 
tal jaws may, with impunity, be violated by 
an audacious fubdject, equally guilty, whether 
he pretends to have orders deftructive of thefe 
laws, or has fraoffrated your Majefty of the 
moft glorious prerogative of Monarchs, whick 
— in not being able to exa@ from their 


fubjects a criminal obedience, when, bya dire 
effect of impofing upon their love of jultive, 
their wil} runs counter to the intere(t of their 
authority.”

A Letter from Paris, March 6, 

¢ The aff ar cf the virtuous and unfortun.te 
Protefiant John Cales, who was broken upon 
the wheel at Touloufe, about two years ago, 
4a confequence of the fuicide of one ot his fons, 
whom he was faifely acculed of having put to 
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ccath himfclf, was fomemonsthe ago brought 
before the Council of fi-te at Verfuilics, at 
which were prefent the Munifters of ftate, the 
Chanccilor, kc. The cafe was reported by 
blonf. de Crofae, Mailer of Recu: fs, with 
the impartiality of an upright judge, te aceu- 
ricy of one perfectivy well mforared, and mat 
:H:cting elequence that the dicadful circum- 
frances of ius unparaleticd ftory fo naturally 
cigtate ty a humane ordor. Atrer a long vee- 
emiaation of this horrid affair, it appeared 
with the cleareit evidence, that the fon cf John 
Calas bad never formed the mott diftant noon 
of turning Roman Catholick—that he had 
hanged himfcitin a fit of melancholy— that the 
eged father and mother En-w sothing of the 
seatter @ntil they found him dead to their in- 
exprefibl. furprife and forrow—that they had 
been remarkable for the excellence of their 
characters, during the fpace of forty years and 
wowards, thatthey had lived at Touloufe, and 
had becn peculiarly eminent for theit paternal 
t-ndernefs—and that belides the dictates of na- 
tural affe€tion (which forms fuch a ftrong pre- 
sm tion of the innocence of this aged and 
worthy father) every circumftance concurred 
to clear him of the horrid crime for which he 
was put to death in the moft painful and igno- 
minmious manner by the Parliament of Tou- 
lowfe. In confeqrence of this the members of 
toe Council unanimoufly agreed in forming a 
1efelution, by which the Parliament of Tou- 
iowfe was ordered to fend them an account of 
the proceedings againft John Calas, and the 
reafums of their — and bloody ſentence.

The celebrated M. de Vattel’s Law ef NA- 
TIONS, (continued from Page 116.) 


UT the fovereign power is limitcd, 

and regulated by the fundamental laws 
of the itate; thofe laws thew the prince the 
exten and bounds of bis power, and the man- 
aer in which it ought to be exerted. The 
orince is therefore Firict'y obliged not only 
to refoe€t, but alfo to fupport them. The 
conflitut‘on and the fundamental laws are the 
plan on which the nation has refolved to en- 
deavour the obtaining happinefs.: the execu- 
tion is intrufted to the prince. If he retigioul- 
ly follows this plan, if he reg«rds the funda- 
mental laws as facre: and inviolable rules, -he 
knows that the moment he deviates from them 
his comm-nds becone unjuft, and are no leſs 
than a criminal abufc of the power with which 
he igintrufted. He is in virtue of this power, 
the guardicn and defender cf the laws; and be- 
ing obliged to punith whoever {hall prefume to 
violste them, he bimfelf ought not to trample 
them under hisfeet. They are the foundation 
of the public tranquility, and the firmett fup- | 
port of the fovereign authority. Every thing 
is unccitain, opprefive, and fulje& to revolu- 
tions, in thof unhappy kingdoms where ar- 
biggary power has placed her throne. It is 
therefore the true inteselt of she primce, as 
well as his duty, to maijotain and refpect the 
jaws: be ogght to fubmpt, to them, his{e}f. ° 
We find this truth eftabithed ip a piece - 
lifhed by order of Lewis S1V the molt abio- 
lute prince that ever —55* in Europe. ** Let. 
it not be Lid, that, the fovercign is not ſub ject 
** to the laws of his fate, fnee the. contraty 
“© propofiticn is ane of the tnhs of thelaw of 
«¢ pations, which flattery bas fometimes at- 
«« tacked, and which goad princes bave al- 
«< ways defended, as atutelir divinity, of theit 
es flates” (4 Treatife on the right of. abe 
queen to fevera! eflates im Spain, 1067, 18 12m, 
part 2- pag. 191.) . 
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The author then expleins in what fenf= h- 
is fubjeét to the laws, in a very judicious man - 
ner; but as our limits are fo fhort, we mu:* 
for this refer the reader co the book itfelf, and 
pafs on to™** the perfon of the fovercier, 
which is to be contidcred as facred ard in 
violable.” - For (continues the learned autho: ) 
the fovereign is the fou! of the fociety ; it he be 
not held in veneration by the people and in 
perfeét fecurity, the public peace, and the 
fafety and happinefs of the ftate are ta continu- 
«i danger. The fafety of the nation then ne- 
cefiarily requigess that the perfon of the prince 
ought to be facred and invivlal'c. 

But this high attribute of foverciznty is ro 
revfon why a netion fhould net curo an in- 
iupportable tefent, call him cven to an 2c- 
count, refpecting in his perfon the maijtfly cf 
hts rank, and withdraw ifelf from his obe- 
dience, “Yo this indifpurable right, a power- 
ful repubye owes its birth. The tyranny ex- 
ercifed ty Philip II. in the Netherlands, ex- 
cited thofe provinces to rife: fiven of them, 
clofely confederatec, bravely maintaired their 
liberties under the corduét of a hero cf the 
hovfe of Oranges; and Spair, after fevers! vzin 
and defructive efforts, acknowledged them 
fovereign and independant ftates. If the 
authority of the prince ts limited, and regulet- 
ed by the fundamental Jaws, the prince, on 
leaving the bounds prefcribed him, commands 
without any right, and even without a juft 
title ; the nation, then, is not obliged to obey 
him; bet may refit his usfoft enterprizcs. 
As foom ag he attacks the conftituticn cf the 
flate, the primce breaks the contradt which 
bound the people to him ; the people become 
free ty che act of the fovcreigh, 2nd fee nothing 
in him but‘ an aufurper who would lo.d them 
vith oppreffion. ‘1 his truth is acknowledged 
by every fenfible writer, whofe pen is not en:- 
flaved by fear or rendered vemal by interest. 
But fome celebrated authors maintsic, that + 
the prince is invefted with the fupreme ccom- 
mand in afull and abfelute. manner, no bedy 
has a right to refit him, much Iefs to curls 
him ; and that the nztion has no refource left 
but to fuffrr and obey with patience. ‘This is 
fourded upon the feppoftticn, that fuch « 
fovercign need mot give an account fo any 
perfor of the manner in which he governs ; 
am! that ifthe nation might contsou! bis aAlions 
afd tehft him, where they were found to be 
unjuff, bis authority would wo icrger be 

abfolute ; 
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sbfolute; which would be contrary to this. 


hypoth.tis. They fay that an abfolute fovercign 
polleſſes completely all the politcal authority 
of the fociety, in which no body can oppole 
him ; if he avufes it, Ke does i indeed, and 
wounds hi confcience ; but that his commands 
are not the lcfs obligatory, as being founded 
on a lawtul right to command 5 that the n tion 
by g ving him ahfolute authority, had referved 
nothing to itkli, and had fybmited to his 
diferction, &c. We might Gasfy ourfelves 
with anfwering, that in this light there is not 
any fovercign who is completely and fully ab- 
folute. Burt in order to remove all thefe vain 
fudtilities, let us remember the effentual end of 
civil fociety ; i it not to labour m concert for 
the common happineis of all? Is it not wih 
this view that every citizen ftrips himlelf of 
bis rights and retigns his hberty? Was it in 
ihe power of che fociety to make fuch pfe of its 
authority, as to celiver up itfelf, aad all its 
members without relief, to the difcretion of 
a cruel tyrant? Nu. certainly. Gace it had ro 
sight itfelf, if it was difpofed to it, to op 
prefs a p.rt of the citizens. When it there- 
fore conferred\the* fuprem: and abfviute go- 
vernment, without an exprefs referve, it was 
neceffarily. with the tacit referve, thai the fo- 
vereign fhould ufe it for the fafety af the peo- 
ple, and not for their ruin. If he becomes 
the fcourge of the ftate, he deyrades humfelf ; 
he is mo more than a public enemy, againit 
whom the nation may and ought to defend it · 
felf ; and, if de bas carried bis tyranny te the 
utmef? height, why thould the life of fo cruel 
and perfidious an enemy be fpared? Who 
prefumes to blame the Roman fenate, that 
declared Nero an enemy to his country ? 

** But it is of the xtme/fl importance to ob- 
ferve, that this judgment can only be patied

than one age fince. the Loglith took up arms 
aginfi their king, and objiged bim to defeend 
from the throne. The be ld and embitious 
tuok advantage of the terribie ferment caukd 
by fanaticifm and a party-fpirit, and Greet 
Britain (uffered ber fovcreign to die unworthi!y 
on a fcaffuld.. The netion coming to itlif, 
ackncwledged its- blindnefs : but if it fome 
years after made a fulemn separation, it was 
not only from the cpinioa that the unfortunate 
Char'es |. cid not deferve f cruel a fate ; but 
doudilefs, from a conviction that for the faicty 
even of the ftate, the perfan of the fovercign 
ought to be facred and inviolable ; and thet the 
whole nation ought to render this m.xim vene- 
rable im paying a refpeét to it, when the care 
of its ewa prefervatien would permit.” 
oe As itis very difficult to oppofe an 
abdfolute prince, and it cannot be d..ne without 
raifing great ditturbances.in the fate, and the 
rooft violent and dangerous commotions; it 
ought to be attempted ouly ia cafes of extremi- 
ty, when che pebfMc mifery is raifed to fucha 
hight, that the people may fay wich Tacitus, 
miferam pacem, vel bella bene mutari; that % is 
better to expofe themfclves to a civil war than 
to endure them. But if the prince’s authority 
be limited, if it in fome refpeét depends on a 
fenete, or on a pasliament that reprefents the 
metion, there are means of refiftance, and of 
curbing him, without expofing the ftate te : 
fuch violent fhocks. There can be no reafon 
to expect thatthe evil will be extreme, when 
fuch mild and ignocent remedics can be ap- 
pled to i.” 
++ As foon as 2 nation acknowledges a 
prince for its lawful fovereiga, al! the citizens 
owe him a faithful obedience. He can neither 
govern the ftate, nor perform what the nation 
from hem, if hé is not punétually 
- Subjeéts then, have no right, ia 
doubtful cafes, to queftion the wifdom and 
of their fovereign’s commands; this 
examination belongs to the prince: His feb- 
jects ought to fuppofe, if there be a il: 
all his orders are juft and fa- 
lutary ; ts accountable for the evi 
that may reluk from them.”

«<—_In the mean time this ought not to be 
entizely a blind obedience; mo engagemcnt 
<an oplige or even authorife a man to violate 
the laws ef nature. Ali authors, who have 
any regard to confeience or modctty, agree 
that a perſon ought not tu obcy fuch commands 
as are evidently contrary to the laws of God, 
Thofe governors of places who bravely refuf- 
ed to execute the barbarous orders of Charles 
1X + have been univerfally praifed, and the 
court did not dare to punifh them, at Ieait 
openly. * Sire,’ faid the brave Orte, gover- 
nor of Bayonne, ia his letter, ‘ 1 have com- 
* municated your meajefty’s commands toe 
* your faithful imhabitaots and warriors ia 
‘the garrifon; and — have found there 
* only good citizens and brave foldiers, 
* net one hangman; therefore, both they 
* and I humbly intreat your majefly to be 
* picafed to employ ous arms and lives in 
* thiags thet are puffiole, however hazardous 
* toey may be, and we well. exert ourfclves to 
* the Litt drop of our bluod.” ‘The count de 
Tende, Charney, and others, repixd to thole 
who drought them the enders of the court, 
that they had too great a refpect for che king. 
to beliewe that fuch barbarous orders Came 
trom hin. 

++ Ie is more difficult to determine in what 
cafes a fubje& may not only refufe 10 obey, 
but even refit a fuvereign, and by force repel 
force. When a fovereign does injury to any 
ene, he.ad’s without. any ¢eal authority; but 
we from thence to conclude haftily, 
that the fubje& may tcittt him. The nature 

‘of fovercigmty and the welfare ef the Aate, 
will not permit citizens to oppele a prince 
whenever his counmian Js 5 to them un- 
juttor prejudicial, This would be t tall 
again inte the ftate of nature, and to render 
overament impodible. A fudpe& ought te 
Litter with patience from the prince acts of 
injuftice, that are doubdi{ul and fupportable. 
Firft, becaufe whoever has fubmitied to the 


decifion of a judge, is no longer capaile of¢ oe ens fury 5 


deciding his own pretcntions: Thote iaftan- 
ees of smjuitice that are fupportanle ought to 
be paffed over from a regard to the peace and 
fafety of the face, and on account of the great 
advantages obtained by living in fockty. Is 
ie prefumed that evcry citizen has tacitly en- 
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geecd to obſerve this moderation, becaufe 
without it, focicty could not fubGf. Bar 
when the injuries are manifeit and atrocious ; 
when a prince, w.thout amy apparent rcafon, 
is refolved to deprive us of liie, or of thofe 
things, the lufs of which would render life 
batter, who can cifpute our right to refit him ? 
Self-prefervation is not ouly alaw of nature, 
but aa obligation in pofec by nature, and no 
man can entercly and ab‘olutely give it up to 
anozher. And though he might give it up, 
can he be confitercd as having doge it by his 
political eng⸗ nts, when he entered inte 
fociety only to efablith his own fafety upon 
a more folid balis? The weliare of focicty does 
not requite fuch a Gerifice; and as Barbeyrac 
well ovferves ia his notes og Grotius, * If the 
* public intereft requires, that thufe who obey, 
* thould particularly fuffer fomething ; it is 
© not lets for the public intereft that thofe who 
* command, thould be afraid of carrying their 
* paticnce to the utmof extremity.” The 
prince who violates ali laws, who obierves no 
meafures, and who would in his tran{ports of 
fury take away the life of an inpocent peifon, 
Grips himieli of bis royalty 5 and is no more 
than an vejeit and oul spe as mi tal, againk 
whon hes people are allowed to defend them- 
fives. But-he who, after having loft all the 
fentiunents of a fovereicn, divetis himfelf even 
of the appeapamces -2ud exterior condu@ of a 
Mon.rch, ¢ hia.telt; he me longer re- 
tgins the Gcred perin of a fevercign, and 
Cannot fetein the pec ocatives attached to his 
fublime character. Howeves, if. this prince 
is not a moniter, af hc is jurieus. only from 2- 
juft paifion, and is fuppor: «ble to the ref 
of the mation ; the refpect we ought to pay to 
the tranquility of she Bute is fuch, and the re-- 
feet of fuverciga majelty to powestul, that we. 
are ſtrichy o- liged to feck every other means of 
Pp: » rather thon t0 put his perfon in 
Ganges, Reors one knows the cxamplc ſet 
: : he kept hunfelf concealed 
muse than once faved 
the life of his perfeeusar. ~When the realoa - 
of Chathes VI. of France was fuddenly «ifor- 
dered bya Fazal accident,.he in his fury kilied 
feveral of thofe who furrounded him: ose of 
them thought of -fecuseg his owo bfe at the | 
expence 
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expence of that of the king; they only endea· 
voured to difarm him, and make him matter 
of himfelf : they did their duty like om 
and faithful fubject:, in expofing their lites to 
fave that of this unfortunate monarch. We 
owe this facrifice to the ftate and to fovereign 
majefty ; furious from the diforder of his or- 
gans, Charles was not guilty ; he aught reco- 
ver his healeh, and »guin become a goed kine. 

—A foverrign is undoubtedly allowed to 
tak: mnifters, to eaic him in the vainful office 
of government; but he ought mever to aban- 
don his authority tothem. When a nation 
chufes a condactor, it is not for himto deliver 
up his charge into other hands. Minifers 
ought to be only initruments mm the bands of 
the prince ; he ought conftantly to direct 
them, and continually endeavour to know 
whether they follow his imftructions. If the 
imecility of age or fome infirmity, render 
him incapable of government, a regent ought 
tn Se nominated a€corving to the laws of the 
ftate : but when a fovercign can hold the reins, 
let him make ufe of them, and not put chem 
into other hands. The lait kings of France, 
of the firft race, delivered the government and 
authority to the mayors of the palace: thus 
they became meer phantoms, and juftly let 
the title and honour of a digwity, che func- 
tions of which they had «bandoneJ: 

By the foregoing quotations. the reader wiil 
perceive, that M. de Vattel is divefted of ail 
thofe prejudices which authors in general have 
ran into upon this fubj-ct. ~ Some bred up in 
republics have broueht all their arguments and 
principles im favour of the legiflatuge of theit 


own country; others bred up im abfolute go © 


vernments, have been as @renuous in favour 
cf monarchy; but here our author happily 
fteers between bot, and in fo doing, plainiy 
evinces that truth is his view throughout, and 
equal juftice t» both parties his conttant aim. 
, He next treats of * States elective, fuccef- 
ive, or hereditary,” ‘s highly agreea- 
ble and — Sot tht wma defer 
t> another oppeftunity, as we fear arti- 
cle is already to too great a length ; 
yet we doubt not Gif readers will readily ex- 
cafe it, when they confider how difficult a
